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rOEEIWOED 

The  Iowa  Crop  and  Livestock  Reporting  Service  is  the  Iowa  unit  of  a 
nation-widb  organization  which  is  entrusted  with  the  responsibility  cf 
operating  a  standard  statistical  service  for  agriculture.     The  Division 
of  Agricultural  Statistics  is  a  division  of  ths  Iowa  St^te  nepartment  of 
i^griculture  working  in  cooperation  with  the  Agricultural  Marketing  Service 
of  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture.     The  yea:  1939  marked  the 
cne-hundredth  anniversary  of  the  collection  of  statistics  of  agriculture 
in  the  United  States. 

The  general  program  of  the  Irwa  Crop  and  Livestock  Reporting  Service 
is  to  meet  the  puhlic  needs  and  demands  for  summ.ary  data  of  a  historical 
nature  and  for  current  statistical  information  of  agricultural  production 
in  Iowa  and  the  United  States. 

In  recent  years,   there  has  been  an  increasing  demand  from  agricultur- 
al organizations,   commercial  interests,   teachers,  legislators,  and  coun'fey, 
state  and  governmental  agencies  for  agricultural  data  showing  the  trends 
of  change  in  counties.     Little  has  "been  done  in  the  past  to  make  available 
data  for  each  county  over  an  extended  period  of  time.     So  urgent  is  the 
need  for  county  data  that  some  organizations  have  assembled  such  informa- 
tion at  considerable  cost.     It  is  in  response  to  these  needs  that  this 
series  is  being  issued,, 

The  county  data  herein  offered  have  been  assembled  from  existing  State 
and  Federal  documents  and  reports,  under  '-.he  supervision  of  Forman  V,  Strand, 
State-wide  Work  Projects  Administration  Supervisor  of  Agricultural  Eco- 
nomics and  Statistics  projects.     This  is  a  report  of  work  completed  on 
Official  Project  65-1-72-155  of  the  Work  projects  Administration,  Official 
Project  665-72-3-36  furnished  the  material  for  Tables  25  and  27. 

The  Iowa  Agricultural  Extension  Service  partici-pated  in  the  prepara- 
tion of  the  materials  in  this  report,,     Sslccted  date  from  the  files  of  the 
Iowa  Agricultural  Experiment  Station  have  been  released  for  publication  in 
this  seriesc     Special  credit  is  given  to  the  Iowa  assessors  and  tax  officials 
who  collect  data  on  crops  and  livestock  as  required  under  the  Iowa  laws. 
Without  these  data  by  townships  and  counties  detailed  agricultural  statistics 
would  be  less  accurate  and  less  complete,

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IOWA  AGRICULTURA.L  STATISTICS  -  DECATUR  COmiTY 

Decatur  County  was  originally  a  part  of  old  Des  Moines  County.  In  January, 
1846,  it  Was  established  with  its  present  "boundaries  and  was  naned  for  Conunodore 
Stephen  Decatur^  a  navf,l  officer  in  the  War  of  1812. 

The  first  settlers  were  William  Hamilton,  Reuben  and  James  Hatfield,  Alfred 
Stanley,  John  McDa:o.iei,  John       Logan  and  Allen  Scotto     These  men  made  settle- 
ments in  the  cou-it:y  from  1838  to  1840,  thinking  they  were  in  Missouri,     Many  of 
them  brought  slaves  along  and  held  them  as  such  until  it  was  decided  that  slav- 
ery could  not  be  practiced  in  Iowa, 

The  county  was  formally  organized  on  April  1,  1850,  and  on  July  21,  a 
site  was  selected-  for  the  county-seat  and  named  Pecatur,    However,  in  1853, 
by  a  vote  of  the  people,   the  county- seat  was  removed  to  a  more  central  location, 
where  a  town  was  laid  out  and  called  Independence.,     A  new  court  house  was  built 
and,  by  an  act  of  the  Iowa  Legislature  in  1854,   the  name  of  the  place  was  chang- 
ed to  Leon,  !_/ 

Area 

Decatur  County  is  approximately  22  by  24  miles  in  extent,   em.b racing  533 
square  miles,  or  341,120  acres,,     2/    Of  this  number.^  332.549  acres  are  listed 
as  farm  lands.     3/    There  are  16  townships,   all  of  which  are  six  miles  square 
vtith  the  exception  of  the  southern  tier  which  is  on  the  Missouri  line;  these 
are  about  four  miles  in  width.     It  ranks  forty-fourth  in  point  of  size  in  the 
State, 

Soils 

The  soils  of  this  county  have  been  grouped  into  four  classes  according  to 
their  location  and  origin;  namely,  drift,  loess,  terrace,  and  swamp  and  bottom- 
land soils.     The  drift  soils,  composed  of  the  rolling  Shelby  and  timbered  Lind- 
ley  loams,   cover  54,2  percent  of  the  surface.     The  loess  soils,  made  up  of  the 
rough  and  steep  Weller  and  Grundy  loams,  with  a  very  few  other  loams,  cover  . 
26,7  percent  of  the  area.     Terrace  soils  cover  the  small  amount  of  2.5  percent, 
and  the  swamp  and  bottim-land  soils,  practically  all  of  which  is  Wabash  loam, 
covers  the  :.-e?r,aining  7.5.6  percent  of  the  area.  Jt/ 

Climate 

The  average  temperature  for  37  years  (1893-1930)  was  50.5  degrees.  The 
average  precipitation  for  54  years  (1875-1930)  was  35,23  inches,  and  the

In  1930  the  foreign  boen  and  native  white  of  foreign  born  or  mixed 
parentage  content  of  Decatur  County  totaled  1,132,  or  about  8  percent  of  the 
total  popula.tion„     The  English  lead  with  272  and  the  Germans  had  199.  Other 
nationalities  had  very  small  representations. 

Topography 

The  general  surface  of  the  county  varies  from  smoothly  rolling  prairies 
to  broken  ridges  and  bluffs-  which  border  considerable  areas  of  level  bottom- 
lands along  the  larger  strearas.     The  roughest  areas  are  mostly  in  the  west  and 
north-western  par\;s.    Numerous  streams  are  scattered  at  quite  regular  inter- 
vals throughout  the  entire  county.     Grand  River,   the  largest  stream,  enters 
the  county  near  the  north--v/este^n  corner  and  flows  in  a  south-easterly  direc- 
tion.   Little  Grand  River  and  Weldon  Fork  are  important  streams  in  the  east- 
ern part  of  the  county,     Tliese  streams  and  numerous  smaller  tributaries  form 
an  excellent  drainage  system  for  the  entire  county.     lO/    This  was  originally 
one  of  the  best  timbered  coujaties  in  the  State  and  much  of  the  native  timber 
remains .

In  1937  tiiere  were  two  cooperative    institutions  in  operation  in  this 
county — one  elevator  and  one  creamery. 

As  a  whole,  they  had  760  memlDers,   of  which  500  were  active,  and  1,550 
persons  did  business  with  the  2  concerns.     The  selling  cooperatives  had  a  TdusI- 
ness  volume  of  $2115888  and  the  purchasing  cooperatives  transacted  $17,976 
rynrth  of  "business. 

Cooperatives  may  "both  buy  and  sell  or  they  may  perform  one  or  tb.e  other 
function  exclusively,     Purcnasing  cooperatives  l)uy  non-farm  commodities  for 
di stri"bution  to  their  members  and  patronS;  and  selling  cooperatives  market 
farm  commodities  for  their  members  and  patrons.     11  / 

Fruit 

Fruit  production  in  Decatur  County  was  at  its  peak  in  1909,     In  that  year 
78,269  apple  trees  produced  a  crop  of  174,592  bushels,  39,015  peach  trees  bore 
985  bushels,  14,966  plum  trees  yielded  3,012  bushels j  10,919  cherry  trees  are 
credited  with  3,138  bushels  and  21,570  grape  vines  produced  288,843  pounds.  12/ 

Note  Regarding  Yields  of  Corn 

The  crop  assessors'    statistical  breakdown  for  corn  acreage  is  as  follows: 
(1)  all  corn,   (2)   corn  husked  for  grain,   (3)   corn  cut  for  silage,   (4)   corn  cut 
for  f.od.i^:i'  and  (5)  corn  hogged  off.     A  total  production  is  given  for  each  farm 
which  j.:.':l\\.5.c  6  only  that  actually  husked„     In  getting  county  yields  of  produc- 
tion,  the  acreage  other  than  that  husked  is  inultiplied  by  the  yield  (derived 
by  dividing  total  bushels  corn  husked  by  total  acres  husked)  and  added  to  sum- 
mations of  individual  farm  productions  shown  as  husked..     This    assumes  that  ac- 
reage not  husked  would  have  produced  the  same  yield  as  that  actually  husked. 

In  1934  and  1936,  both  poor  crop  years,   separate  estimations  of  corn  yield 
on  acreage  J.ot  lr',\s:<.-.l  vsre  made  by  the  state  assessors'  off  ice  "be  cause  it  was 
felt  tiiat  f armeT  s  L'l  '"hose  years  would  select  their  best  acreages  for  husking 
and  cut  or  hcg  off  the  r'rst,,  which  would  ha.ve  a  different  and  lower  yield. 
This  sepa^.atc  yi  eld  e ::;ti.nr.tio:-i  '.vas  then  multiplied  by  the  acreage  not  husked 
and  the  tcca].  adc'.3u  oo  th.^t  r'sp'^'ted  as  husked. 

This  was  dorje  by  counties  only  and  not  by  townships.     The  township  yields 
for  these  two  vears-.   then,   are  sotne7v'hat  high  since  they  a /e  based  only  on  ac- 
reage husked  for  grain  and  bushels  husked.     The  total  corn  acreage  is  shown  by 
townsiiip  with  this  yield,  and  any  attempt  to  m.ultiply  it  by  the  acreage  shown 
to  get  total  production  y/ill  result  in  a  too  high  figure „     The  county  sum-nary 
ua.>le  figures  for  corn  yiels  in  1934  and  1936  have  been  adjusted  for  poorer 
yields  on  that  acreage  not  husked  and  these  yields  may  legitimatel.y  be  niulti- 
plied  by  the  acreages  shown  there  to  arrive  at  total  production,  for  the  -countj; 

In  all  other  years  actual  township  productions  may  be  derived  from  the 
yield  and  acreage  fig-ares  shown  in  the  tables  since  corn  yield  has  been  as- 
sujned  to  be  equal  in  all  utili zations^     The  county  yield  and  township  -yields 
are,  therefore,  consistent  in  all  years  except  1934  and  1936.
